TQuests allow our students to seek answers to questions by adding local, national, and international travel 
components to independent study topics. Awarded through a student driven grant proposal and funding 
process, girls initiate inquiry and ignite their intellectual interests through research, experimentation, and 
presentation of findings. Among many exhilarating projects, students have been granted IQuest funding 
to apply principles of organic chemistry to develop a line of cosmetics in our lab, to study and perform site 
specific dance in Paris, to interview developers in Oregon in order to provide recommendations regarding 
environmental sustainability and regional economic development. What will you do?

Through engagement 
with individuals, ideas, and place, 
we Cultivate our students as 
global citizens.
